excuse for -taking the ballot away from 15,000 voters. 


Kvale was displaced because it-was held that he had circu- 


lated false reports concerning his opponent, Mr. Volstead, and 
this was held to be in violation of the state's corrupt practices 
act.

The fight, of course, is one between the people on one side 


tad the reactionary interests in control of the election machin- 
ery and the courts in Minnesota on the o^her. Kvale, a highly 
respected minister of the gospel, had the support of the Non- 
partisan league forces while Volstead had won the support of 
the reactionary forces by his faithful service to the big inter- 
ests in congress. 
* 


Kvale polled about 15,000 votes while Volstead had 13,500 


in the recent primaries. 


Then Volstead filed proceedings under the corrupt prac- 


tices act alleging that Kvale had called him an atheist and had 
circulated other false statements. This was denied by Kvale. 


If such an inroad on the constitutional rights of a people 


were not so serious it would almost be humorous to think of a 
man being displaced in Minnesota because of the circulation of 
"false reports." 
Kvale had t-hs support of the Nonpartisan 


league and as such was continually branded by the agents and 
tools of the big interests as "an advocate of free love," '^a so- 
cialist," "pro-German," etc. 


If such a law as that under which Svale has lost his right 


granted him by his people were to be carried out throughout the 
country the halls of congress would indeed be barren of mem- 
bership. Where is there a man who has stood up in the inter- 
ests of the people who hasn't had to stand the misrepresentation 
and cahunn-Ies and false reports heaped upon him by those who 
make money out of government?

The brazenness of this procedure is only equalled by its 


danger to free institutions should such a theory of nullification 
of the will of a majority ever gain any headway. Kvale, of 
course, was convicted of no crime. On the other hand he Is. a 
Norwegian Lutheran minister whose character and integrity 
could not be assailed. This could be attested to by his many 
friends in Wisconsin. 
And yet because his opponent ALLEGES 


that false reports were circulated the will of the majority is set 
aside. 


And then to make the proceeding even more of a farce, it 


is not sufficient that Kvale was disqualified but the name of 
Volstead IS TO BE PUT ON THE BALLOT. 


If such procedure were to be sustained in this country it is 


plain to be seen what would eventually happen.

The deplorable part of this whole affair, however, lies in 


the added ammunition it gives to those who contend tihat the 
American common people will never be able to get what they 
want through the balfat. It ill again be pointed out thait when- 
ever the use of the ballet seriously threatens the profits of those 
in control that means will be found to set aside the effectiveness 
of the ballot. It will be contended that the common people will 
have to meet force With force and will have to use the same high 
handed methods used by their oppressors. 


The right of the ballot and its sacredness are the corner- 


stones of this government. Whenever that right is tampered 
with in any way we are getting on dangerous grounds. 
There 


has already been too much of the setting aside of the will of the 
voters in this country. That practice is becoming altogether 
too prevalent for the welfare of this government. 


If the right of the ballot is taken from Uie people of this 


country there need be no surprise if the time ever comes when 
the people will take things into their own hands. And if that 
time ever comes the responsibility will lie with those agents and 
tools of the exploiters who brought about the nullification of 
democracy.
